They Can’t Understand What the Un- 
seen Force Is, but They Have 
Droppsd Their Contemptu- 
ouc Menner. 


Democratic and Republican city tickets 
have been filed with the EBiection Commie- 
sioners and neither ticket contained the 
free library proposition. 

The fallure of the two parties to put the 
proposition on their ticketa caused the 
library people some trouble. 

It was the general understanding when 
both parties in their convention utterances 
indorsed the library tax, that they would 
include in their respective tickets the propo- 
sition. The failure of the parties to do 
this will cause general surprise and a great 
deal of criticism. 

The Democratic ticket was 
o'clock, Oct. 19, and the Republican ticket 
Was filed at 11:20 o'clock on Oct. B®. Both 
contain the names of the candidates as 
nominated, but the library proposition is 
missing is miesing from them. 

Theodore Kaibfell, Chairman of the Re- 
publican City Committee, was asked the 
reason for the failure of his party to put 
the library proposition on its ticket. 

“I have nothing to do with that.’ he 
said. “Our committee has nothing to do 
with It, That isa matter that rests entirely 
with the Election Commissioners. They 
must put the proposition on or keep it off 
as they see fit.”’ ; 

The claim of the Republicans, and it its 
supposed that the Democrats make th: 
same plea, is that its committee has no 
authority under the law to put the l- 
brary proposition on the ticket. They 
claim that the proposition can go on the 
ticket only upon the petition of 0 tax- 
payers and citizens. 

The Election Commissioners have the 
authority to say in what form the propo- 
Sition shall go upon the “tickets. It is 
stated that the library people wish only 
the affirmative proposition to go on the 
tickets, thus cutting off all chance of a 
failure to win. The Elpction Commf'ssion- 
ers will probably rule against such a 
method of submitting the proposition. 

Mr. Arthur Lee, a member of the Libra- 
ry Board, waa seen. Hie said he had dis- 
covered Thursday that the proposition 
was not on the ticket. He sald the Ibra- 
ry board would Friday afternoon file the 
supplementary petition, bearing 100 names, 
necessary to get the proposition on the 
ballots.

The Bosses at th» City Hall Have Be- 
come Uneasy. 

Republican bosses around the City Hall 
are not as demonstrative with their coni- 
tempt of the independent movement as 
they were at first.

When asked Friday morning whether 
the Republican candidates who weré hon- 
ored with places on the tndependent ticket 
would withdraw of thelr own volition, he 
eaid shortly that they were best qualified 
to answer that question, and passed on 
into his office. 

The last day upon which the various 
tickets can be filed is next Monday. The 
independent ticket will most Ilkely be filed 
that day. Instead of 1000 names of voters 
required to file it there will be many times 
that number affixed to the petition. 

If Republican candidates who are on the 
independent ticket wish to withdraw from 
it they will have to hurry after it ts filed, 
as the tickets will go to the printer almost 
immediately, and after the tickets have 
been printed ne changes can be made jn 
them, yt 

The independents do not say what they 
will do in case the Republican candidates 
do withdraw from the ticket. They are 
keeping very mum on that subject, but 
their silence on this, as on all details of 
their campaign, is ominous. 

The statement has been made that the 
Republican City Committee can withdraw 
the names of Republican candidates from 
the regular ticket !f they decline to get 
off the Independent ticket. he committee 
has no such authority.

Property owners along the route of the 
proposed Lindell extension authorize | by 
the grab bill passed by the Assembly Tues- 
day, are preparing for the most determined 
fight that Was ever made on a franchis: 
in St. Louls. 

They will appeal first to the Mayor to 
veto the bill, If he vetoes it they will at- 
tempt to prevail upon members of the 
Council to prevent its passage over his veto. 
If the Mayor approves the b.ll, or if it is 
passed over his veto, the 
will carry the case into the courts. 

Three points will be raised in at least one 
injunction suit that will be filed. One of 
these points Is comparatively new and has 
never been fully tested in a case of this 
kind. The other points are weil known. 

The new point is the Nability of the Lin- 
dell railway in the event of the construc- 
tion and operation of the road, to the 
property owners for damages for injury to 
property abutting on streets on wh.ch the 
road is built. 

Many lawyers belleve that this point is 
of itself sufficient to prevent the construc- 
tion of any street railway against the 
wishes of the property owners affected. 

The constitution of the State guarantees 
to every citizen protection from .njury to 
his property. The city itself cannot change 
the grade of a street without paying the 
abutting property owners for the injury 
done to their property. 

The plan of the property owners in this 
case, as outlined by Mr. A. C. Stewart, is to 
foilow the approval of the bill by the Mayor

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That programme was not carried out, how- 
ever,: and action on the businesa ‘outlined 
was postponed until 8 o'clock Friday after- 


noon, 

The visiting chiefs with their wives and 
families left for the Chain of Rocks by way 
of the Terminal Kalilroad at 9:38 o'clock. 

From the Waterworks they proceeded to 
Gast's Garden in Baden, where luncheon 
was served. At 1 o'clock they went to the 
Anheuser-Busch Brewery. 

The meeting Thursday night was enliv- 
ened with excitement and enthusiasm. 
There is a strong fight on between Syra- 
cuse and Columbus for the convention of 
18299, and an effort on the part of the Ohio 
delegates to force the issue provoked no lit- 
tle discussion. 

Motions to settle the question without 
deay were rut and defeated. While the 
preliminary ekirmieh was in progress, May- 
or Block of Columbus walked into the 
hall, His appearance was the signal for 
loud cheers and applause from the Buck- 
eye representat ves. |. is ilonor was granted 
the privilege of the floor, and in a rousing 
iive-minute speech urged the many advan- 
tages of Coiumbus for the fire chiefs’ gath- 
ering. 

“We are only one-fifth the size of &t. 
Louis,” said the Mayor, “but our enter- 
tainment will be equally royal aa that ac- 
corded you here And I dare say when you 
come there you will not want to leave us. 
The kews of the hustiing metropolis will 
be youre during your stay. In short, gen- 
tlemen, you will be the whole push, as the 
boys say, am about to leave for home 
andl trust that en route I may hear the 
good news.” 

Mayor Block's talk considerably strength- 
ened Columbus’ chances. 

One of the Interesting papers read was 
that by B. F. Siogmate on “A Practica! 
Plafi for Mutual Indemnity.” 

A resolution recommending the use of au- 
tomatic sprinklers in all the fire depart. 
ments of the country was introduced and 
vetoed. 

Chief Hele of Kansas City, who was fore- 
most in advocacy of the new fire improve- 
mert, was ohagrined over the fate o is 
measure. The vote was 28 to 27. 

The delegates almost unanimously favor 
the automatic sprinklers, but are unwilling 
to be hampered by agreements to adopt 
them. 
Capt. McClellan of Buffalo suggested that 
a trading etable be established for breed- 
ing horses. 

“Instead of going to a farmer,” sald he, 
“and buying horses with one lege three 
inches longer than the other, why not de- 
cide upon some iarge place for raising all 
our live stock? Then we could always gse- 
cure suitable horses at cheaper prices, and 
instead of living six years they would live 
10 years.” 

Lawrence Clark, editor of the Fireman's 
Terald, presented an amendment to the 
Yiatt bill recentiv before Congrrees which 
stipulated in effect that the tex against 
fnaurarce compa”n'es be lifted In all States 

Mr. Clark thought the measure in itself 
iniquitous, but sald the amendment pro- 
viding for a uniform rate of taxation in 
all the States, with the clause that the fire- 
men be allowed a percentage of same for 
their respective pensions, would meet with 
genera! satisfaction. 

A committee of three was appointed to 
watch the bill and take necessary steps 
to prevent its passare with the obnoxious 
features, if resurrected in Congress. 

Tan Malcolm. Assistant Chief of the Fire 
Department for London, England, was the 
next speaker. He said the firemen of the 
British Isles were in hearty sympathy with 
_the objects of the International Assoc’a- 
tion of Fire Engineers. He was warmly 
applauded, 

Col, Stevenson of the Montreal Fire De- 
partment then told of the methods for ex- 
tinguirhing fires in vogue itn Canada. In 
concluding his address Chief Stevenson re- 
cited a poem on the Spanish-American war, 
bubbling over With praises for Uncle Sam's 
heroes.

No public officer will be permitted to join 
the organization, and if any member be- 
comes a cand'‘date for office his resignation 
will be asked for at once. 

Special precautions will be taken to pre-
